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Fire Damages Denny's IGA Monday 


A fire ruined Denny’s IGA grocery store Monday moming. 
Owner Dennis Rochette guessed the loss at $600,000 to 
$700,000 for the building, equipment, and supplies, but the 
State police fire marshall and insurance adjustors were still 
inspecting the damages. Rochette said he would like to rebuild 
right away bul ft was too soon to figare out how long rebuild- 
ing would take. 

After firefighters from Grayling, Frederic, Beaver Creek, 
and Gaylord controlled the blaze by Monday afternoon, 20 
percent of the roof had collapsed, some of the walls were 
leaning, and almost all of products inside the large cement- 
block grocery store were destroyed. 

Dennis Rochette discovered the fire about 6:50 a.m. as he 
went to unlock the front doors. He saw the heavy smoke inside 
and rushed to Dawn Donuts next store to call the fire depart- 
ment. 

Russ Strohpaul, Grayling Fire Chief, said two fire trucks 
arrived shortly after 7 a.m. At that time, he said it looked as 
if the fire had started in the rear of the building and was mainly 
ina 6-8 foot space between the ceiling tite and roof. There was 
heavy smoke as a four-man team went inside to try to unlock 
the rear door. The firefighters wanted to attack the fire from the 
rear door but it was triple bolted from the inside. They hadkeys 
from Dennis Rochette to unlock it from the inside but they 
never reached it. Strohpaul said the four men got only 30 feet 
inside the front doors and had to tum back because of intense 
heat. Only about two minutes after they came back outside the 


front doors, the fire “flashed over” and blew out the front win- 
dows. 

Strohpaul said they started fighting the fire from the front 
windows and then tried to use the jaws of life to open the heavy 
metal back door. The jaws wouldn’t work on the door so they 
called the road commission for torch cutters. The torches 
worked fairly quickly and by approximately 7:40 they had the 
back door cut off, 

Another reason for gaining access to the back area was to 
shut off the power switches located just inside the back door. 

The fire fighters fought the blaze from the front and back but 
by 8:30 am. the cement blocks near the top of the roof were 
giving away. 

The Frederic Fire Dept. had been called right away to assist 
and then Beaver Creek was called. When the roof looked like 
it was going to collapse, Gaylord, which has a crane unit, was 
called in. 

“We knew we couldn’t fight it from the roof because the 
blocks were giving way on three sides by then,” said Strohpaul. 
“We also needed the Gaylord unit to help protect the power line 
in back in case the fire went too high after the roof fell in.” 

After part of the roof fell, the Gaylord crane unit was able to 
knock down a lot of the fire and soon it was under control. By 
early aftemoon, firefighters were cleaning-up, putting out hot 
spots. The Gaylord unit left by noon and most of the firefight- 
ers were finished by 4:10 p.m. 

When part of the roof fell in, a yellow cloud of smoke roiled 


out It drifted toward the courthouse and sheriff deputies 
evacuated the building and a couple other businesses in the 
gencral direction it was headed. 

Tuesday moming the state police fire marshall was inspect- 
ing the damage. The fire was pinpointed as starting in the back, 
but the cause was not yet determined. 


Four firemen were injured at the scene. Randee Flowers and 
Jed Blaauw were injured when the heavy metal back door fell 
back on them after the torches cut through, Ken Lademan hurt 
his knee on the jaws of life trying: to cut through the door. 
Dennis Sloan sprained his wrist slipping on ice on the roof of 
the Dawn Donuts building. Strophal said slippery ice was a 
problem during the moming. 

The firefighters used 60 air bottles going inside the store in 
the heavy smoke. The D & M Railroad also had to move a 
tanker car sitting on the tracks near the store. 

Power was cut off in the area for about 45 minutes as the fire 
got close to a power line. 

Acouple of things the firefighters watched out for inside the 
store were cleaning ingredients and freon from refrigeration 
units igniting. 

The local building inspector will decide the structural dam- 
age to the building and Rochette’s insurance company will 


help decide whether to repair the damaged building or build a 


new building.

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Safe Return of Troops Prayed For

I have never thought of myself as an emotional person. 
Oh sure, f get a lump in my throat during sad movies, root 
for the underdog, and get angry at abuse no matter who it 
is directed at, but rarely do I become so moved that | 
actually break down and cry. This has not been the case 
this past week, More than once, as I photographed and 
interviewed Camp Grayling soldiers as they prepared to 
leave for active duty, I found myself choking back the 
tears, 

Wednesday was the first opportunity I had to go to 

Camp Grayling since the 1439th and 1440th Engineer 
Detachments and 207th Evacuation Hospital unit re- 
ceived their “call up” notices the week before. I went to 
the camp in response toa call I received from MAJ Jerold 
Foch!, Camp Grayling’s Public Affairs Officer, that a 
“spur-of-the-moment” wedding between SPC Matthew 
Vincent and his fianceé, Mary Sutton, was about to take 
place. 
I arrived too late for the wedding ceremony, but I was 
able to take a few pictures and talk to the newlyweds. 
Although the young couple were obviously in love, I 
couldn’t help but feel sorry for them. It was nota church 
wedding. They were married in the Camp Grayling Fire 
Bam, Mary did not wear a long white gown. She was 
wearing slacks and a sweater. She was not accompanied 
by an entourage of her friends as attendants. Matthew’s 
military buddies stood up for the couple. Matthew was 
not dressed in a white tuxedo. He wore his army fatigues. 
There was no music. The couple spoke their vows before 
Camp Grayling Chaplain Raymond Moore who is also a 
prison chaplain at the Kinross Correctional Facility. 

After the ceremony, the happy couple did not go offon 
a fun-filled honeymoon, When the well wishes of on- 
lookers were over, Matthew returned to the task of 
stowing his gear and preparing to leave at 3:30 a.m. 
Saturday moming. Mary returned to her home in East 
Jordan. 


While at Camp Grayling I wandered about the base and 
was surprised at what I saw. I guess I expected to see a 
group of people saddened and maybe a little resentful at 
being snatched away from their “regular lives” to go to, 
God knows where, 

I thought the president’s timing was lousy. “Why 
Thanksgiving week?” I thought. “Why couldn’t this wait 
for a few days, maybe even after Christmas?” 

But the people I saw did not appear to be troubled with 
doubts and questions. Here I was wondering whether one 
or two pumpkin pies would be enough for Thanksgiving 
dinner, but nobody there seemed the least concerned 
about Thanksgiving dinner. What I did see were my 
neighbors busy with a singlemindedness of purpose and 
that purpose was to prepare for whatever duties they 
would be asked to perform, Their faces were serious as 
they checked each piece of their equipment and then 
packed it away carefully for future use. 

Sprinkled throughout this scene were family and friends 
of the soldiers. Wives helped their husbands. Some stood 
by holding small children. There were sweethearts 
helping sweethearts and husbands helping their soldier 
wives. Still others stood in the middle of all the commo- 
tion staring blankly off into space, appearing to be some- 
where else. 

At6 a.m. Friday moming I returned to Camp Grayling 
to take pictures of the 207th Evac. Hospital unit's depar- 
ture. Again I found myself fighting back the tears as I 
observed a small girl, about six or seven grasping the 
back of her father’s fatigue jacket as she followed him 
around the armory gymnasium, reluctant to let him go for 
even a moment. 

Tina Winchester stood quietly with her two small sons

and her husband, dreading the moment when she would 
have to say her final goodbyes before leaving with her 
unit. Tina’s husband wept openly. 

These scenes were repeated over and over again as one 
by one family, friends, and neighbors said their final 
goodbyes. When the troops boarded the bus, they were 
given a police escort by county and city officers from 
Camp Grayling through Grayling with lights flashing 
and sirens screaming. 

Friday aftemoon MAJ Foehl called to say they were 
having another wedding and this time | arrived in time to 
cover the event. SPC Scott Carr and Alma Coger of 
Gaylord repeated their marriage vows before Magistrate 
Jean Calleweant and their friends. Following the wed- 
ding, it was business as usual. 

Saturday moming more than 200 persons met at the 
Camp Grayling Armory at 3:30.a.m. to say goodbye to the 
1439th and 1440th Engineering Detachments. Soldiers 
hugged family members, friends, and one another as they 
said goodbye. 

Veron Watts, mai! carrier with the U.S. Postal Serv- 
ice, held his wife and daughters tenderly. 

Paul Smith, county sheriff deputy, said goodbye to his 
wife, Bonnie, and children, Dusty and Jim, and left with 
his fire fighting unit. 

Newlyweds, Scott and Alma Carr, walked toward the 
bus and held one another one last time before Scott 
boarded the Le Coache bus. 

Over and over again tearful goodbyes were prolonged 
as long as possible. Finally all the troops were either on 
board the bus or in their fire trucks. This convoy of 
military vehicles also received a police escort through 
town. Atthe Camp Grayling gate, National Guard troops 
including Camp Commander LTC Wayne Koppa formed 
an honor guard and gave the departing soldiers one final 
salute. 


AsI drove back to Grayling in the dark with snowflakes 
falling gently in the beams of my headlights, I wondered 
how the events of the past week would impact all our 
lives. Would I be able to celebrate the safe return of these 
men and women with my community following a peace- 
ful settlement of this terrible near-war conflict? I prayed 
sO. 

All alone, I found f could not hold back my tears for 
another moment. The only comfort I could find in my 
week-long experience was that the soldiers leaving Gray- 
ling appeared to be friends and wherever they were sent, 
they would have one-another’s friendship and support. 
But what about the soldiers’ families left behind? How 
are they going to cope, especially during the holidays, 
when (raditionally families are together? Who is going to 
be there for them? 

The answer has to be you and I. 

As I talked to the men and women preparing for active 
duty last week about their concerms, their primary con- 
cer was for the welfare of their families. 

Let’s make it our business to find out the names of the 
men and women from our area serving away from home. 


Do they have families here? How are they doing? What 


are their needs? Sometimes the simplest act of kindness, 
like providing child care so that “Mom” or “Dad” can go 
shopping alone, get a hair cut or manicure, or just go toa 
movie, is greatly appreciated. 

Getting up at 3 a.m. and driving to Camp Grayling to 
show support for the courageous sacrifices being made 
by the men and women of the 1439th and 1440th Engi- 
neer Detachments and the 207th Evac. Hospital unit was 
easy, 

Their sacrifices will be a daily occurrence and our 
support should be just as constant. While they are away, 
and we remain at home, can we do less than make 
absolutely sure their families’ needs are met?

Now with deer season going on and hunters prowling 
around the countryside, I am sure a few of them will run 
into an item of army munitions. If it should be you, DO 
NOT TOUCHIT. If it should be a dud round it is more 
dangerous than a rattlesnake and much more lethal. The 
saying ‘Fools rush in where angels fear to tread’ is very 
true. It’s never truer than in regards to dud ammunition. 
People pick up and carry them around not knowing the 
grave danger they are in until too late. We have had nice 
folks who thought they were doing us a favor, bring in a 
dud round in the trunk of their car or rolling around in the 
back of a pickup. They didn’t realize how lucky they 
were to have made it that far. So many people have been 
killed or injured because they were trying (to be helpful or 
thought it would make a nice conversation piece. Any 
dud round has had something go wrong in it’s firing train 
which any movement might correct, if so, boom! 

An artillery round has a fuse, a booster charge and the 
main charge. Let’s take for example a proximity fused 
round. The fuse contains a vial of acid and lead plates, 
when the gun is fired the set back fractures the acid vial, 
the acid runs out over the lead plates forming a battery. 
The electricity causes a tiny radio to start transmitting a 
signal. When that signal bounces back from an object it 
explodes a small priming charge, which in tur fires a 
booster charge, which explodes the main charge. If the 
round fails to explode as it should, things can get kind of 
hairy. Suppose the set back fractured the acid vial but not 
enough to let the acid nun out, a dud or a fired round that 
did not explode is the result, Here comes John Q. Public 
who finds it and thinks it would look nice as a lawn 
decoration. He picks it up and in so doing rattles things 
around so the acid runs out over the plates. That can be 
all she wrote for him and anyone in the vicinity. 

There are not a lot of duds out there as any time the 
firing units have adud they should turn in a dud report fo 
range control. The E.O.D. (Explosive Ordnance Demo- 
liion) team attempts to locate and explode every dud 
round, But as in all things, someone can make a mistake 
and the dud is not reported or found. Piease, if you ever 

see a dud round do not mokest it in any way. If you can, 

mark it so it can be found and report it so it can be 
destroyed by experts. Do not become another victim of 
ignorance,

ONE OF THE HIDDEN factors in John Engler’s stunning 
upset victory over incumbent Gov. James Blanchard on Nov. 
6 may well have been the role of the Republican party state- 
wide. 

For the past eight years, as Republican leader in the Michi- 
gan senate, Mr. Engler has been the most visible and highest 
ranking elected Republican in the state. Almost everything 
that has happened within the Michigan Republican party 
during that time has been because of Mr. Engler, or at the least, 
with his approval. 

Hand-in-hand with State Chair Spencer Abraham, Mr. Engler 
has shepherded the fortunes of Michigan’s Republican party in 
a way that resulted in carrying the state for Ronald Reagan in 

1984, and for George Bush in 1988. 

Mr. Engler headed Mr. Bush’s campaign in Michigan in 
1988, and has been the president’s political funnel to Michi- 
gan. That’s not likely to change. 

* * * 

NOW, WITH A politically-attuned Republican in the 
governor's office, growth and development of the party or- 
ganization at the local level probably will be one of the aims of 
Michigan Republicans. 

There probably will be a dual emphasis. One emphasis will 
be on the suburban areas — such as Macomb and Oakland 
counties —- and among blacks and other minorities, where 
priority has been obvious for the past few years, with moderate 
success. 

But emphasis also will probably be on strengthening GOP 
Strxture in oulstate and normally-Republican areas, where 
fall-off in Republican support has doomed some party candi- 
dates in the past, Mr, Engler cut his political teeth in small- 
town Republicanism back home in Isabella County, and is not 
likely to ignore that aspect of party-building. 

If the Engler administration diligently pursues party-build- 
ing goals, the results could be felt in future senatorial and 
congressional races, as well as for state offices.

Gradually, changes did come about. In spite of their atti- 
tudes, people have made certain attempts to watch their life- 
styles a little more closely to see what impact it has on the 
environment, Ihave to give a lotof credit to our Glen’s Market. 
Their ad papers are printed on recycled paper, they have cloth 
shopping bags that can be purchased, and they now accept 
polystyrene twice a month for recycling. This makes me feel 
good (about the polystyrene) because I had been in the store 
twice to question the use of foam packaging for meat. I thought 
of all the people that go into Glen’s in a day’s time, and how the 
majority did purchase meat. I imagined how much of that foam 
packaging would accumulate in the landfill at the end of each 
week, and how it was never going to degrade. I felt there had 
tobe an alternative. Finally, a buyer was found for polystyrene. 

Other stores in the area have set up containers inside for 
returning your plastic shopping bags for recycling. The bins at 
the refuse station are convenient, but abused. Now Milltown 
Refuse is offering recycling bins to its customers. This will 
make it easier to separate recyclables and end the confusion for 
Milltown Refuse workers, so garbage and recyclables do not 
get tossed into the landfill together. I have had several calls 
from people asking me why their things were all tossed 
together. Hopefully, this will end that problem. 

If you read other newspapers, listen to the news, and pay 
attention to some of the specials that have been on T.V., you 
don’t have to read my article to know that the environment is 
in serious trouble. I can offer a few ideas to try and make sure 
the damage doesn’t get worse, but many people find them time 
consuming. They want to stick with the real convenient way 
of doing things. You know-buy it, throw it away, buy more. 
Peopie that have lived in this area for most of their lives think 
I’m trying to change their way of living. That's not true. | just 
want to make it aware to them that because of the condition of 
the environment today, we have to be extra careful what we 
dump in the ground and down our drains. For years people 


_ dumped oil into the ground, tossed batteries into the garbage, 


burnt tires, etc. They didn’t realize the damage that would 
come from it. As time went on, we had more and more people 
doing the same thing. I believe we are seeing a lot of that 
damage today. So it is important to stop doing things that are 
going toaffect our health, because they have affected the things 
we depend on for survival. A lot of chemicals present in water 
and air are colortess, odorless, and tasteless — but areal health 
hazard. Think about that before you think you can’t be 
bothered with a little careful shopping, conscientious disposal 
of garbage, and recycling. 

During this holiday season I should hope a lot of you can 
remember to keep the environment in mind while you are 
celebrating. Use the good china and silver instead of dispos- 
able dinnerware, Buy some pretty linen napkins that will be not 
only attractive, but reusable. Decorate with homemade orna- 
ments instead of spending a fortune on store-bought.

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Seeks Conscientious Objector Status 


Grayling Man At Odds With 
Army Plans Extending His Service 


Army Sgt. George Morse, 25, of Grayling, has decided that 
he will not be shipping out with his unit, the 1st Army Division 
from Fort Riley, Kansas, when it leaves for the Middle East on 
December 15. Sgt. Morse says tte is a conscientious objector 
and will not fight in any war. 

A seven year veteran of the Army, Sgt. Morse was scheduled’ 
to be discharged on December 20th. His mother, Loma Morse, 
said her son’s papers were being processed when he learned his 
enlistment was being involuntarily extended. 

“Extended in a time when war has not been declared, there 
is no draft, and the nation has an all volunteer force,” she said. 


Sgt. Morse learned that his unit was being deployed to the 
Middle East several weeks before Thanksgiving during a TV 
news program. He made his plan to file for conscientious 
objector status public during an interview with Free Press 
religion writer David Crumm while he was in Grayling on 
emergency leave for his grandmother's funeral. 

When Sgt. Morse returned to Fort Riley on November 23 his 
request for a conscientious objector application was denied. 
He has since filed a complaint with the Judge Advocate 
General Office against his superior for his refusal to consider 
his application. According to a Fort Riley spokesman, under 
a recently implemented policy, soldiers cannot apply for con- 
scientious objector status until they arrive in Saudi Arabia. Sgt. 
Morse is still at Fort Riley. 

Crumm stated in his Detroit Free Press article that Pentagon 
spokesman, LTC Joseph Allred said anyone who has voluntar- 
ily enlisted for two hitches in the Army would probably have 
trouble qualifying for conscientious objector status. 

Sgt. Morse’s father, George Morse, said anyone can qualify 
as a conscientious objector when what they are asked to do 
becomes unconscionable, 

To qualify as a conscientious objector, a person must totally 
object to any activity related to war or object to bearing arms. 
Allred said an enlisted person can claim to have a change of 
heart, but the claim is usually greeted with skepticism by the 
Amy. 


George Morse said reaction to his son’s decision has been 
mixed, with the majority supporting his son’s right to decide 


whether or not to become involved in a Middle East war, | 


should it come to that. 
“fam very proud of George,” said his father. “I’m proud that 
he has the courage to stand up for what he believes.” 
Lorna said it is taking every bit of courage her son can 
muster to go on with his plans. 
“It would be easier for him to just go to Saudi Arabia,” she 


said. Lorna said George told her that he didn’t want to go 
AWOL because ifhe ran away, noone would know why he did 
it. 

Loma said she was not surprised when she learned’ of 
George’s opposition to war. 

“Maybe he got those feelings from me, or from family con- 
versations,” she said. “Our church also promotes peace and 
conflict resolutions. George is just doing what he has to do,” 
she continued, “and as a family we are supporting him in 
whatever choices he chooses to make.” 

Lorna said they are finding support from people in the 
United Methodist Church, including Bishop Judith Craig and 
a network of organizations around the United States who help 
military personnel who feel as her son does. 

“For a long time I’ve been a passive peace advocate, but I 
now plan to become more active regardless of what happens to 
George,” she said. “T’ ve already sent for an information packet 
from Methodists United for Peace with Justice and I am 
wearing a yellow ribbon for everyone in the Middle East.” 

At the same time George and Lorna are concemed about 
what will happen to George because of his stand. They are also 
concerned about George’s wife, Andrea, and their daughter, 
Michelle. 

Sgt. Morse could face penalties that range from a less-than- 
honorable discharge to court-martial and prison. 


On Monday, November 26, Sgt. Morse broke Army law 
when he disobeyed an order to set up and inspect cots bound for 
the Persian Gulf. Sgt. Morse had stated earlier that he would 
risk prison rather than contribute, in even the smallest way, to 
war. 

It is uncertain what will happen to Sgt. Morse as a result of 
his act of disobedience, 


While George and Lorna support their son’s right to make 
this decision for himself, they also realize that it comes at a 
difficult time for their friends and neighbors who have relatives 
serving in the Middle East. 

“Our community has already been adversely affected by the 
Middle East situation,” said George. “It has been striped of its 
police officers, firemen, and EMTs. Families are missing sons 
and daughters, mothers and fathers, and brothers and sisters,” 
he said. ‘And everyone of them are brave people, but so is 
George and I don’t say that because he is my son.” 

“We love the people in our community,” said Lorna, “and we 
don’t want them to take our support for George as a criticism 
or to diminish their sacrifices. I just want all our sons and 
daughters to come home.”

‘The crisis is coal. Tt touches all of us in every Michigan 
comimumity — our neighbors, our friends, our relatives, and 
ultimately ourselves, More than one million Michigan resi- 
dents have ao health care insurance, The state's infant mortal- 
ity rate is alarmingly high.

For example, Medicare only pays 89 cents for evory 
doliar of care provided by hospitals. In addition, billions of 
doltars of new cuts to Medicare are proposed.

Traditionally, hospitals have been the safety net for the poor,

*Furnaces that operate at 
less than 70 percentefficiency 
may be improved up to 15 
percent by-purchasing a retro- 
fit. A retrofit involves replac- 
ing the old bummer with a new 
high efficiency flame reten- 
tion burner, replacing the 
combustion chamber lining, 
and sealing air teaks into the 
chamber. A retrofit costs $500 
and up. Current levels of fur- 
nace efficiency can be checked 
by a service technician. 


‘Insulation can reduce the 
toad on heating equipment by 
as much as 30 percent. The 
benefits of investing a few 
hundred dollars in insulation 
can last for years. Homeown- 
ers should buy the thickness 
of insulation that provides the 
best R-value, anumber which 
indicates the amount of tesis- 
tance the insulation will pro- 
vide against winter heat loss 
or summer heat gain. Fiber- 
glass blanket insulation retains 
an R-factor of 3.1 per inch.

Students in Grayling High 
School’s physical education 
classes this semester are meas- 
uring their upper body strength 
as compared to total body 
weight. 

After students are weighed, 
they lift as much as they can 
on the bench press. A per- 
centage score is then used to 
represent their effectiveness. 

For example, students who 
lift exactly their body weight 
would score 100 percent. 
Lifting less than their body 
weight results in a percentage 
score less than 100 percent. 
Lifting more than their body 
weight gives a percentage over 
100. 


Freshman boys’ combined 
score was 74.58 percent as 
compared to freshman girls, 
whose was 58 percent. 


Sophomore boys scored 
96.26 percent, as compared to 
sophomore girls, at 55.5 per- 
cent. 

Junior boys tallied 107.8 
percent, while junior girls 
scored 60.2 percent. 

Senior boys were up to 
137.4 percent, whereas senior 
girls dropped to 51.3 percent. 

According to Mr. Michael 
Wieland, GHS physical edu- 
cation instructor, on the aver- 
age boys measured in P.E. 
courses continued to increase 
their strength during high 
school, while girls generally 
decreased their scores as they 
grew older.
